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THE PUGET SOUND POST.

Unfortunate Error Made by Some Cens
gressionsl Clerks.

Wanminaron, March 26,—An error by
some congressional clerks in making up
& vopy of the sundry clvil appropristivn
sent to the prouldent has muterinlly
chunged the intention of congrees In
providing for the establishment of two
military posts, It Involves also the ri-
valry of the citien of Beattle and Ta-
commn, snd probably will result in favor
of Seattle, When the bill was pending
in the bouse, Benstor Squire, who lives
in Beattle, gave notice of an smendment
for the establishment by the secretary
of war of u post on Poget sound. This
wotld mean a post at Beattle, as Gen-
oral Otis, In command of the depart-
mont of the Columbia, had already re-
ported in favor ol that point. Repre-
sentative Doolittle, who lives at Tacoma,
then offered an amendment in the house
for m post at Puget sound, with & provi-
nion that its looation should be deter-
mined by a of army officers, one
of whileh shounld bLe stationed in the de-
partment where the post was to be lo-
cuted, This was adopted in the honse,
The senste sbruck ont the proviso for an
an army board, Bine-
tor Ronch, of Norihi Dukots, made an
wmendment in the senate, which was
wiopted, providing for the abandon-
mibnt of the military post at Fort Yates
und the establishment of a post st Bis-
marck, N, D. When the bill was in
conlerence an agreement was reached to
reslore the Doolittle amendment with
slight modifications, which necossitated
its being rewritten. It now mppears
that the provision for & board of army
officers to examrine and report upon the
best nite applies to the Bismarck poat,
while the secrotary may go ahead an
locate the post on Puget sound at his
diseretion, The department may not
act on what may have the ﬁmn-
tion of congress, but must conatrue the
law and apply it an it reads. 1t will be
& nerious dissppointment to a dozen or
more snbitious places on Poget sound
which were preparing to present thelr
elnims for the post to the board to be
lrrintul for that purpose, Now the
cluims will be presented to the secrotary
who will probably be governed by the
ndvice of army officera who have ex-
awined the matter, and the last annual
report of General Otis, which recom-
munded o post at Spokane, and Seattle,
will have great \ulﬂm The Spokane
post was nuthorized in the army appro.

NEBRASKA'S CONVICTS.
The Brutal lnn:;rn_w-‘huh They Ave
Punished for Misoouduot.

Lixcors, Neb., March 25.—~The teati-
mony taken by the joint commit'ee ap-
pointed by the houss and sennte to In-
vestigate the condition and management
ol the state penitentinry wae submitted
to the legislature, It covers about fifty
poges of typewritten mapuseript, The
fact seemn Lo have been preity clearly
established that some form of punish-
ment inflicted at the penitentiary is un-
necessarily harsh, The investigation
also brought out that the lavorite form
of tortare at the penitenginry consisted
in placing the convict in the "hole,”” or
the dark cellar, with his hands hand-
cuffed nnd drawn up toward the back of
hin neck In such & manner that the very
eilurt made by the man nndergoing pun-
ishment to lower his hands from the
ainful elevation drew the rope so tight-
y around his neck that sulloeation
would ensue, The committes then rec-
ommended that this form of punish-
ment bo dispensed with,  This recom-
mendation seems to have been followed
to ,ome extent, but & new mode of tor-
ture seems o hiave heen bronght into
prominence, The convicts are hand-
cuffud 1o n rope and the other end of the
rope s nmx! over & puII:J‘ in the ceil-
ing, and the convict hanled up until he
can scarcely touch the floor with his
toes. Mo I8 left in that position until
he is either sufficiently punished or
fnints away. In the latter case he is
let down, s bucket of water thrown over
him to revive him, and he is then con-
ducted back to his ecll or & cot in the
hospital. Many persons testified to
these {aots, and the committes reported
in Iavor of n sytem of leasing the peni-
kntl:’"{. which will probably soon be
adopted.

HIS HIDING PLACE.

Conviet Hows, at San Quentin, Found on
Top of the Jute MIIL,

BAYARD'S REASSURING MESBAGE

Bhould Nicaragus Refuse to Pay Indem-
nity, Whatever May Happen Englund
Wiil Not Beek to Aequire Any Ter-
rilery by Poroible Mothods.

Wanminaron, March 23.—The latest
developments in the Nicaraguan ques-
tion mre of m character that at least
temporarily sets at rest any balelul im-
pression that may have been created by
the strong ground Kngland had taken in
the demands made by her on the Bouth
American republic. The governmént in
not on the verge of trouble with Eng-
land, inssmuch se dispstches from Am-
bassador Bayard, in response to cable-
grams {rom this government requiring
him to ssceriain the attitude of Great
Britain in case Niearagua shonld refuse
to pay the indemnity demanded for the
ontrage upon Mr. Hatch, indiouted vory
clearly that whatever else might happen
England will not seek to nire any
territory. The cablegram to Mr. Bayard
was the result of the eabinet council of
Luiadl , and the reply received to-day

ed un patisfactory, The full re-

mﬂ of the dispatch from Ambuseador
yard in not forthcoming, but its pur-
port ia snMciently indicated In the state-
ment herein mentioned. This partie-
ular subject has r iy the
American ambassador for some time,
and it is regurded na having reached a
position now entirely sstisfactory to him
and as & matter course one which
moota the approval of this governwent.

A MEMI-OPPICIAL BTATEMENT,

Loxpos, March 23. — Tha following
semi-official statement was obtained to-
night in regard to the trouble between
CGireat Britain and Nicaragua:

General Barrios, the Nicaragnan en-
voy, lelt the day when the British de-
mands were made for compensation in
the sum of £16,000 for the expulsion

(WAR TALK IN THE AIR

Reasons Why Mexico and
Guatemala Will Fight.

WASHINGTON PAPER AUTHORITY

The Minlsters of Those Twae Countries,
However, Think That an Adjustment
is Powsible, and Submit to an Intor-
view on the Bubjeot,

Wasnixoroy, March 22.—The state-
ment was published in alocal paper bere
to-iduy that the Mexican congress would
declure war on Guatemals as soon s it
nssembled next month, and & long se-
count of the reasons therelor was given.
When the article was shown (o the
Guatemalan minister, Mr, Lazo Arriaga,
with the request that he siate the actoal
condition ol the Gustemalan-Mexican
aifiir, he eaid:

“This article conlains several incor-
réct affirmations. It is not true thatthe
Guatemnlan suthorities invaded Mexi-
ean territory, for the simple reason that
we do not like to oifend another nation;
aleo, that the responsibility fur the delay
in the survey of the bounuary line resta
upon Guatemals, becsuse the Guste-
malan boundary comuwission of engi-
ueers has wot ked always ahead of the
Mexican commission during the last
vight years, It is not true that the
Gustemalan government has received a
large revenue lor concessions to cut tim-
ber; this concess on was almost invaris-
bly made in favor of Mexican citizens,
and the revenoe received from Uhis
soarce is nhinost insignificant, As faras
I am concerned | do not see any reason
why a peaceful seftiement of the pend-
ing d:fficulties might not SOOI
reached,"”

Senor Romero, Mexican minister, to-
day seid regarding the Gustemalao-
Mexican dispute:

“Mexico and Guoatemals agree that
the boundary treaty of 1852 is binding
on both conntries, and there is, there-
fore, no need ol any new convention, as
lins been suggested. lnfact, Goatemals
has not even mtimated the convenience
of such a step. There is no dillerence
of opinion between the two govern-
ments about the construction of the
houn 'ary treaty, insofur as the bound-
ary line is concerned, and therefore no
need of an arbitration for that purpose,
The pending question between Mexico
and Guoatemala is a plain one. Kach
country elaims that under the de facto
line existing bufore the treaty of 1882
ghe was in possersion of the disputed
territory, aud both Ifme that it belongs
to Mexice under the line marked under
the treaty. As & treaty ling is para-
mount Mexico considers the action of
tiuatemala in sending an armed lorce (o
destroy the log camps established there
by Mexicans, who were catting wood
under grants from the Mexican govern-
ment, seize the logs and arrest the men,
as an unwarranted invasion of her ter-
ritory, and has asked Guatemala to
annlogize for it and to pay un indemnity
to the victimas of the ontrage. If Guate-
mals wishes to settle the question, it is
for her to make amends for her conduct.
Mexico will not ask unreasonable in-
demnity.”

Senor Romero said he was sure that
his government would not be willing to
gsubmit to arbitration to be paid for
damages; that he could not see how
Mexico could recede from her demands
for an apology. As for the actions of
the Mexican con, on the question,
he said it would not become him to an-

NOW AT ROCK BOTTOM.

Further Changes In the Wool Market
Must Be Upward.,

Bosros, March 22.—The American
Wool and Coiton Reporter says of the
wool trade: The reported strength of
markets abroad has not yet been re-
flected in any appreciable way here.
Prices, though not quotably higher, cer-
tainly are stendier, and although trade
has ruled very quiet manuofacturers
found it impossible to obtain conces-
gions in value from those current a week
ago. Wool is low in comparison with
other staple articles, and in lower here
than anywhore else. Stocksof domestic
wool here are not large and yet there
appears to be enongh to meet the de-
mand, which is not urgent. The busi-
ness of the past week has been of & re-
tail charncter, very few good lota having
been removed. The regate af trans-
aotions is even less than that of last
week. Holders of wool are iu some
quarters quite firm in their views, and
& cage is cited where a manuisctorer
came in the market and made some of-
fers, mone of which were sccepted by
denlers. It is believed even those
who liave been looking for a fur de-
cline in values that wool has reached a
point where the bottom can be felt, and
that any further changes in valoea will
be upward rather than downward,

Oregon Sheep Must Be Inspected.

The other man has not been identi-
fied. All were killed by flying timbers,
Frowm twenty-five to filty were in the
mine at the time, Late this evening
they had not been rescned and are cer-
tainly dead.
